The grand jury of San Mateo county 
has ended its session, opened in No¬ 
vember, and rendered Jhe Import of its 
findings to Judge G. H. Buck of the 
superior court.

The report in full follows: 

To the Hon. George H. Buck, Judge 
of tlie Superior Court of San Mateo 
County, Redwood City, California. 

The following is the report of the 
grand jury impanelled by you for the 
mo-21 term: 

The grand Jury 


in uie iresnman class tor the new 
term numbered thirty-two. Thirty-six 
started in with their high school 
studies last August, making sixty- 
eight entrants for'-the entire school 
year. For the year of 1919 nineteen 
was the number of beginners, showing 
the substantial growth the school is 
making.

The next highest 
was in the year 1917, when fifty-nine 
students were attending the high 
school. As the South San Francisco 
high school is less than eight years 
old, having opened for the first term 1 
in ttie fall of 1913, and being, there¬ 
fore, the youngest high school in San 
Mateo county, the record jt is making 
is certainly most enviable. This high 
school is also the only high in the j 
county not a union high school. The 
success it is attaining is due in no 
small measure -to the efforts of the ' 
present principal, L. E. Adams, a , 
thorough and capable schoolman and ; 
executive. 

A noteworthy feature of the new ] 
midwinter term is the entrance of six (

Sweaters Play a Cheerful Part 


FILL THE CHILD’S LUNCH BOX 
WITH TASTY, WHOLESOrffe FOOD 
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rr^UKKE are sweaters and sweaters 
X —more or less useful ni* nmnniau 


X —more or less useful or ornamen¬ 
tal, but those best worth discussing 
are the practical, everyday affairs 
that play a useful and cheerful part 
in winter apparel. They provide 
warmth and color and they are close¬ 
ly and attractively machine knitted in 
a variety of styles, and of designs in 
weaving or knitting. As to styles, the 
coat-sweater and the slipover hold the 
center of the stage and they are usual¬ 
ly In one color although among coat- 
sweaters there are found a sprinkling 
of those that use angora wool in wide 
collars or In bands. Popular colors 
are king’s blue, emerald green, red¬ 
dish-purple, Burgundy, warm browns, 
tan, rose and beige—with a few In 
pale tones of blue, rose-green and tan. 
Among those knitted of angora wool 
there are a few in white and among 
the others a few in black, but colors 
predominate. 


is varied to form striped effects and 
to make collar and cuffs. This coat 
has? a knitted belt that slips through 
slides at the sides and buttons across 
the front with flat buttons. In these 
new sweaters the buttons are colored 
to match thq wool. 

The other sweater Is a snug-fltting 
slipover with a border at the bottom 
made by running the stitches in a ver¬ 
tical direction In groups. It hus a “A'” 
shaped neck finished with a cord 
crocheted of the wool and ending in 
small tassels. Manufacturers employ 
'he variation stitches in innumerable 
ways that contribute to the fit and 
the decoration of machine-made sweat¬ 
ers. Those that show a basket weave 
and those that achieve striped effects 
In one color—by means of drop or 
other stitches are In greater demand 
than the plain ones.

Growing children have certain spe¬ 
cial needs in the way of food. Like,' 
grown people, they must be supplied 
with what is necessary for health and 
strength, but in addition, they must 
be given, also, what is necessary for 
growth. 

Even when children eat all their 
meals at home, it is no easy matter 
to see that they are properly fed; but 
when they eat part of their meals at 
school the difficulty is much greater. 
It is not easy to make food attractive 
and to keep it clean when it must be 
packed and carried in a lunch basket. 

Filling the Lunch Basket 

T he lunih basket is harder to plan 
and to prepare than the lunch at 
home. To begin with, many foods i 
can not be ihcluded in it, either be- j 
cause they are not good cold or be- I 
cause they can not be conveniently < 
packed or easily carried. This leaves - 
fewer foods to choose from, and extra 1 
care is necessary to prevent same- r 
ness. 

Paraffin paper, parchment paper, I 
jelly glasses, and the paper cups and 1 
containers for moist foods are a 
great help in packing lunches. With t 
these helps, foods can be kept from d 
sticking to each other, and such half- s 
j solid foods as sliced raw fruits, t 
stewed fruits, custards, and cottage u 
j cheese can be carried in perfect con- n 
dition. 


Good Bread Important 

> J The quality of the bread used in 
J the basket lunch is especially impor- 
3 taut because it is commonly served in 
- J the form of sandwiches and is, there- 
3 fore, to be considered not only as a 
' | food in itself but also as a means of 
f!keeping other much-needed foods in 
! i appetizing and attractive condition. 

■ | Variety of breads, too, is more im- 
I portant at this than at other meals 
because of the danger of monotony. 
Wheat bread, whole-wheat bread, 

1 j corn, rye, or oatmeal breads; nut, 
raisin, and date breads; beaten bis¬ 
cuit, rolls, crisp baking powder or 
soda biscuit, toast, swieback, and 
crackers may be used in turn to give 
variety. Rolls hollowed out can be 
made to hold a large amount of sand- 
which filling, which is an advantage 
at times. 

Packing the Lunch 

Many kinds of lunch boxes, pails 
and baskets are now on the market. 
Because they can be washed and 
scalded easily, the simplest boxes and 
baskets are often better than the 
more elaborate ones with compart¬ 
ments in which to keep dishes, knives, 
lorks, and spoons. With the increase 
in automobile travel, well-constructed 
boxes and baskets which can be easily * 
cleaned have come on the market i 
with compartments for keeping food 
hot or cold and for holding liquids. I 
These are. of course, suitable only for 
children who ride back and forth, and 
particularly suitable where several 
lunches are put up in one household. 

The precautions which must be 
taken to keep foods clean and safe 
differ with circumstances. In dusty 
seasons they should be wrapped par¬ 
ticularly well. In hot weather, the j 
use of soft, moist foods in which 
molds and bacteria are most likely to ' 
grow rapidly, should be avoided. Al- J 




though chopped meat moistened with 
a dressing of some kind makes a good 
sandwich filling, such foods are less 
desirable in hot weather than slices 
of meat, peanut butter, or other foods 
less liable to spoil. 

Paper napkins or the somewhat 
heavier paper towels of much the 
same size are very useful for packing 
lunches, and, like paraffin and pareh- 
i ment paper, may now be obtained at 
a low price, particularly if bought in 
rather large quantities. If no pro¬ 
vision is made in the school for serv¬ 
ing lunches, an extra napkin, either of 
paper or cloth, should be put in the 
basket, to be spread over the school 
desk when the lunch is eaten. Nap¬ 
kins can be made out of cotton crepe 
at a cost of a very few cents each. 
The crepe may be bought by the yard, 
and should be cut into squares and 
fringed. Such napkins have the ad¬ 
vantage of not needing to be ironed. 

In packing the lunch basket, put at 
the bottom the things least likely to 


crush, and wrap the sandwiches, etc., 
into neat parcels, not all in one.

After considerable discussion, a mo¬ 
tion favoring the placing of a tax on 
the real estate dealer 'Instead of an 
the purchaser for every deal closed, 
was passed.

If a public statement of the 
receipts was issued, lie is not aware 
of it, likewise the disbursements. If j 
none was published, Why not? Has! 
the public no right to know who the 
contributors were, how much each 
subscribed, and just what was doive 
with this money? 1 

And now. What has become of the 
market? 

In a most unjust and autocratic 
manner, citizens are discriminated 
against to satisfy the spleen of the 
powers that be. If In disfavor with 
■them, you are treated as an outcast; 
if subservient to their interests, you 
are a patriot. 

Last summer the writer moved a 
detached sleeping-porch, for the 
building of which the former board of 
trustees had issued a permit, across 
the sidewalk, using the necessary pre- 
! cautions to protect same from harm. 
Yet he was "pinched,” because he 
happened to have no permit, although 
only the letter of the law, not the 
spirit of it, was violated. 

Now there is also an ordinance 
equally ail* important that prohibits 
driving over sidewalks with a vehicle. 
Yet for weeks it was a common prac- 
j tice for people with autos or wagons, 
including two of the city officials, to 
! violate this ordinance. Violators, if 
accidentally apprehended, are merely 
reprimanded. 

Here we have violations in numbers 
of both the letter and spirit of the 
law. Yet according to the records of 
the local press, there was but one 
, conviction, and this party happened 
to be a “poor devil.” Why such dis¬ 
crimination? Why enforce one ordi¬ 
nance and not the other?

Sacramento.—The fight is on and 
the people of the state will have a 
chance to hear both sides of the 
argument on the necessary expenses 
of the state. Incidentally it will be 
the first campaign based solely upon 
financial issues in the history of 
California. 

When the legislature assembled last 
Monday after a Sunday spent far more, 
it is to be feared, in doing politics 
than in saying prayers, the vote was 
taken upon a reconsideration of the 
King tax bill. The i- otion to recon¬ 
sider carried almost unanimously and 
then the final vote was taken on the 
passage of the bill, there being no 
speeches except by gentlemen who de- 
i sired to explain why they changed 
their votes. 

The result showed that the admin¬ 
istration had lost three votes over 
Sunday, so that the final vote as com¬ 
pared with that of the previous Satur¬ 
day was 49 ayes and 30 noes, five 
votes less than the two-thirds required 
to pass the measure. 

Immediately Senator King intro¬ 
duced his original bill in the senate 
giving the rates as suggested by the 
board of equalization, all of which 
are higher than those in the bill de- 
| feated. In the assembly, Weber of Los 
Angeles introduced a bill in blank so 
as to hold its place on the file, as 
under the constitutional provision all 
bills, except two for each member, 
must be introduced at this session. 
Governor Will Appeal Directly to the 
People to Have Bill Passed. 

Meantime there Was much running 
around and great excitement over the 
capitol and very shortly it was an¬ 
nounced that the governor would lake 
the stump, accompanied by Clyde 
. Seavey of the board of control, the 
greatest expert in the state on the 
expenses and cost of the state gov¬ 
ernment, and would appeal directly to 
the people to force their representa¬ 
tives to pass the King bill when the 
legislature reconvenes. 

The adjournment, which followed 
closely after the vote on the tax 
measure, was until February 24th, so 
that there will be very little time for 
discussion after the session recon 
venes as the measure must be adopted 
before March first if it is to affect the 
next tax collection. 

If the legislature does not pass the 
1 King bill raising the tax rate on the 
corporations, the administration claims 
that an ad valorem t'x on all the 
property in the state of 22 per cent 
will be needed, and that would mean 
a tax of $220, for instance, on a farm 
i worth $10,000. 

The opposition does not propose to 
remain icjle while the governor is 
making speeches and has already 
formed a strong organization with 
headquarters in San Francisco to fight 
the governor’s views. The position of 
the corporations is that it has not been 
shown that there is any need of an 
increase in taxation, at least to the 
amount of $7,000,000 which it was pro¬ 
posed to add to the state’s yearly bill. 
Secondly, that there should be very 
radical economy practiced on the part 
of the state; and that it would be 
possible to cut down the estimate of 
the budget board several millions 
without in any way impairing the 
efficiency of the work the state is 
doing; and finally that the statement 
that the corporations are not paying 
their fair share of the expenses of 
the state, and in proportion to what 
the individual taxpayers are paying 
for the county and city governments 
is incorrect, and requires proof which 
so far has not been shown. 

The governor, it is understood, will 
speak in San Francisco, Eos Angeles, 
San Diego, Fresno, San Jose, Chico, 
Willows and Redding, and may go to 
Eureka. The opposition will follow 
him with speakers who have not as 
yet been announced and who will un¬ 
dertake to confute his facts and fig¬ 
ures. They will be assisted by Will 
Fisher, secretary of the Taxpayers’ 
Union, so the voters will have four 
weeks of facts and figures to digest 
and plenty of opposing views and 
statements to analyze. 

Recapitulation of Data Regarding 
Measure. 

It may be interesting to repeat 
some of the data that have already been 
given in this correspondence on the 
subject, as it will enable the reader 
to better understand the Issue which 
the governor and his opponents will 
lay before the public of the state. 

The expenses of the state are esti¬ 
mated for two years, consequently the 
figures given, it must be remembered, 
are all for biennial periods. 

According to the budget board the 
cost of the state government has risen 
during the last ten years, as follows: 
1913-15, $33,255,900; 1915-17, $35,997,- 
086; 1917-19, $47,845,794; 1919-21 (the 
present period), $52,673,255, and for 
1921-23 (the next two fiscal years), 
$81,948,788. 

The budget board says in its re 
port that the estimated amount of in 
ceme for the next two years will be 
$66,939,200, and that had the people 
not voted to add $18,000,000 to the 
expenses of the state for schools and 
highways at the recent election, the 
stale under the existing system, and
